The New Policy. 



« What will bo tho policy of tho new 
Governor 1" ia a quostion ono honrB 
B6ked at every cornor. Tho way in 
whiob. tho question ia put indicatoa a 
oortoin dogroo ot unfitniliarity with 
tho now form of nduiinistrt.iion, If the 
nowgGovernor bo a wise man, as wo be 
" iove him to bo, bo will havo no politi- 
cal policy. Ah tho Chairman or head, 
BO to wpook, ot a Cabinet responsible to 

" tho people, ho will tako his atand with- 
in tho constitution, where, like tho Quoen, 
he « can do no wrong.' It will, there- 
fore, bo tho policy of tho now Govorn- 

■•' .'meat, and not tho new Governor, with 
whiob tho people will havo to do, Tri- 
fling oa tho distinction may posBibly 
appear to eome, it is a naoBt important 
diflercneo under Eoeponsible Govern- 
ment. Tho Governor is not responsible 
to tho people ; and if tho policy bo h b 
tho very spirit and csaenco of Itcspon- 
eiblo Government will bo absent. Tho 
government policy must bo that 
of tho Cabiuot- Milliliters who 
alone are responsible to tho 
pooplo, and who nmatgo out of oflico 
■whonever their policy fails to commmid 
public confidenco and approval. Of 
course thoro is tho quoBtiui as to how 
tho affairs of the Province will bo ad 
ministered during tho interregnum that 
intervenes between tho assumption of the 
reins of power by the Governor and the 
meeting of tho now Legislature — pro 
eumably a period of throe months. Tw 
courses would appear to bo open, viz, to 
construct at once a Cabinet out of mob 
material as would do most likely to com- 
mand tho confidence of the people, and 
lot it bear tho responsibility of the ad* 
ministration of affaira during the inter- 
regnum ; or title over that period what- 
ever may remtin of the old Executive. 
The former course would place tho re- 
sponsibility ti|ion the Ministorf. The 
lutter would leave the rewpoapibilit^ 
with the Govuri or. "Without boini,' in 
a position i nay which course is likely 
to be adopted, a bolii f in the sagacity 
ot the now Governur would prepare up 
to expeot that he would incline to the 
former; lor, however Utile he might be 
disposed to do daring the inierim, many 
things will necessarily havo to bo done, 
tho responsioiliiy lor which might much 
more conveniotitly rest with Aliuistern 
directly accountable to tho people. It 
is impos-ible to conceal tho fact that 
Mr Trutch will labor under the disad- 
vantage ol having to contend with local 
and class prejudice* from which a 
stranger would probably have enjoyed 
immunity ; but we led confident that 
he possesses that measure of good souse 
and ability which will enable him to 
overcome J I these, nod that he will do 
so by a carelul avoidanoo of the slight- 
est itif rioytineut of the spirit of tho now 
constitution, and by tho creation of a 
Cabinet which will adopt a thoroughly 
liberal and truly peopled policy. We 
conless, thorofoio, that wo do uot share 
in tho fears one so frequently hears ex- 
pressed about tho public aflVrs beiug 
adminisieted and the public patronage 
being dispensed in tho suirit of a 
departing dispensation. 

'Silver Islet.' 

Tho fabulous miueral wealth of that 
portion of Canada bordering on Luke 
Superior is boir.iug to bo more dourly 
realized, That country has long beou 
famous for tho richness of its coppor 
veins, yielding as higb ds ninety por 
cent, copper. It promises to acquire 
etill ^roator fame for its biiver. 'Silver 
Islet' comprises part of mineral lands 
recently owned by tho Montreal Mining 
Company. It iu situated southeast ol 
Thunder Cape, being ulmoat ovorHhtui- 
owod by that magnificent and rugged 
promontory, it is u more speck in the 
watery Wflste, divisible at any consider- 
able disiai Of, being only about one 
fifth part, of an aote, But who shall 
venture to limit tho intrinsic valuo of 
'Silf or Islet V The cxhtenoo of silvor 
on this islet was lirst diiCoverod by the 
Montreal Company, but they appear to 
have little appreciated the mine of 
weulth washed by tho waters of the 
great lakt, IV was rot till tlieso min- 
eral lands fell into tho hand* of a new 
Company, — Anglo-American in compo 
sition/— that any ear neat etforl 
was made to bring . to 
light their hidden wealth. Last year 
tho new company was organized, and 
commenced active woik. Too first 
Btep was to dig into the bnweln of 'Sil- 
ver Islet, uud thoy are now tuocea-tuliy 
developing a twelvn foot vein whiob 
assays as nigh as seventy-five per cent, 
of silver, a very largo proportion of 
tho oro yioldiriK over 82000 to tho ton. 
Thus iu 'Silvor Islet' is auid to bo tho 
richest silver mine yut disco voroij, .Nor 
is it believed that those enormously i ioli 
deposits drii con lined to this little isloi ; 
bat itis thought that hn the adjuoo t 
mainland equally as rich veins will b.> 
found. ludeed tho question appears to 
have already bceu placed beyond dooh', 
an a Mr Buck has opened uud is work- 
ing a silver mice about twelve miles east 
of Fort Wiliiamc, from which ore has bean 
taken quite equalling in rielinc-n thai ol tho 
• Silvor Islet.' In the sumo neighborhood 
a uplenditl v la ol nickel hits ulno l eeu (lis- 
i;uvoied and evuiywliure cupper abounds, 
Tho result of oil thiH ih 'Hut the attention ol 



science and capital la boieg directed to what J 
ban until very recently beou only thouubt ol 1 
as the moat worthless and uninviting part of 
Canada' — neglected by Canadians themselves 
and jpoerod at by their ceighhors — und there 
ia every reason to expect that it will very 
anon become ono ot iho busiest und most 
productive as well ns most attractive parla 
of tho whole Dominion. In all this thoro is 
a lesson for tho people of British Columbia.
